The Council of Architecture was constituted under Section 3 of the Architects Act, 1972 (No. 20 of 1972), enacted 
by Parliament in the Twenty-third year of the Republic of India. The Act provides for the registration of architects and for 
matters connected therewith, including regulating the architectural education and the architect rral profession. -The Act extends 
to the whole of India and came into force on the first day of September, 1972. To give effect to the provisions or the Act, the 
Central vovernmem framed the Council nf Architecture Rule . 1473.Tho first Council was constituted Ly the Central Govern¬ 
ment on the 31st Dei ember, 1973. 



ToWhleWUrt objective* of the Act, the Council framed, with the approval of the Central Government, the 
following regulation] : 

1, Council of Architecture Regulations, 1982 

2, Council of Architecture (Minimum Standards of Afthl'tcturai Education) 

Regulations, 1995 (AwftWag apprOVM of the Central OovemtnMtt), 

3, The Architects (Professional Conduct) Re ulatlons, 1989 . 

Apart from the above, the Council has prepared conditions of Agreement and Standard Scale of Remunera¬ 
tion for comprehensive Architectural services and for urban design work. Architectural Competitions Guidelines, Goals 
of Architectural Education and Guidelines of Consdttlhcy Practice for the faculty members and schools of Architecture. 

After the enactment of the All India Council for Technical Education Act, 1987 (No. 52 of 1987) the All 
India Council for Technical Education and the Council of Architecture entered into a Memorandum of Understanding in 
the year 1992 to function in close llaslon with each other to achieve the alms and objectives of the Architecture 
Education in the country. For this purpose, the AH India Comdl for Technical Education has constituted an AH 
India Board of Architectural Education (a statutory Board of AICTE), The President, Council of Architecture is its 
Chairman.

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1. introduction 

The Council of Architecture is pleased to pre¬ 
sent its Annual Report and Audited Statement of 
Accounts for the year ended on 31st March, 1998, 
as required under Section 13 (5) of the Architects 
Act, 1972. This year happens to be the Silver 
Jubilee of the Architects Aot, 1972 and it coincides 
with the 50th year of Independence of our Country. 
The Council desired to take stock of its achieve¬ 
ments, failures and also to prepare an agenda for 
the next decade. 

While enacting the Architects Act, 1972, the 
intent of the Parliament was to recognise the skill 
of an Architect by reserving the title "Architect” 
for a qualified person. On the other hand it was 
the desire of the people’s representatives that the 
standard of Architectural Education and practice 
be constantly monitored, so that it keeps up the 
pace with the changing needs of the society. The 
Council of Architecture, a Statutory Body, was 
entrusted the responsibility of implementing the 
Aot. 

2. STATUTORY MEETINGS 

(i) Council of Architecture 

Under section 9(1) of the Act the Council shall 
meet at least onoe in every six months for transac¬ 
ting business at its meeting as prescribed by regu¬ 
lations, namely, the Council of Architecture Re¬ 
gulations, 1982. 

The Council of Architecture met twice during 
the year on 22-10-1997 and 12-02-1998. 

At the meeting held on 22-10-1997, the Council 
paid tributes to Late Shri Piioo Mody, an outstan¬ 
ding parliamentarian/architect, for his immense 
Contributions in getting the Architects Bill passed 
in to an Act. The Council reviewed the progress 
made in the implementation of the Act Since its 
inception in matters of registration of architects, 
prescribing the regulations on Standards of archi¬ 
tectural education, Architects professional conduct 
and ^Council of Architecture Regulations and 
achievements made in uplifting the profession of 
Architecture and architectural education as well. 
It also noted the success made in establishing the 
office of the Council at India Habitat Centre & its 
dedicated efforts to look after the welfare of the 
Staff. At this meeting the 8th Council was cons¬ 
tituted and elections for President, the Vice-Presi¬ 
dent and five members to the Executive Committee 
for a term of three years were held. The Disci¬ 
plinary Committee and the Advisory Committee 
(Appeals) were also constituted. A total of seven 
resolutions were passed on matters of registration 


and matters connected therewith in accordance 
with the Architects Act, 1972. 

The Council also met on L2-02-1998. It 
decided to review the Status and of Future Architec¬ 
tural Education in India. A total of six resolutions 
were passed on matters of registration and matters 
connected therewith, in accordance with the 
Architects Act, 1972. 

(ii) Executive Committee 

Under section 10(5) of the Act, the Executive 
Committee has to exercise such powers and dis¬ 
charge such duties as prescribed by regulations, 
namely, the Council of Architecture Regulations, 
1982. As per Regulation 21(1), the Executive 
Committee shall bj the executive authority of the 
Counoil and shall bj responsible for giving effect to 
the resolution and decision of the Council. The 
Executive Committee has to discharge such powers 
as set out in Regulation 21(2). 

The executive Committee met twice during the 
year on 12-12-1997 and 19-03-1998. At these 
meetings the Committee decided to review the 
Minimum Standards of Architectural Education 
and the Council documents on Professional Practice, 
draw a panel of inspectors & arbitrators, publish 
the OA News on regular basis with the support of 
sponsorship. Tt was also decided to initiate Quality 
Improvement -Programmes for existing Faculty 
’members in - the Schools of Architecture and 
Continuing Education Programme for practising 
and in service architects. On the ^invitation of -the 
School of Planning & Architecture, it was decided 
to be the Co-organiser for the Retrospective Ex¬ 
hibition on 50 years of Indian Architecture and 
planning, scheduled for 12th — I4th March, 1999. 

The Executive Committee also constituted 
Committees for the following specific purposes 

(i) To draft regulations .on minimum standards; 

(ii) To review the professional practice docu¬ 

ments; 

(iii) To draft recruitment and promotion rules; 

(iv) To prepare a document on Service Con¬ 
ditions and Career Opportunities of Govt- 
Public Sectors architects! 

(v) To prepare a paper on Status and Future of 

Architectural Education in India; and 

(vi) To determine the role of architects in th 0 
light of 73rd and 74th amendments to the 

Constitution. 

A total of six resolutions were passed on matters 
of registration and matters connected therewith, in 
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accordance with the Architects Act, 1972 during 
these meetings. 

3. REPORT OF COMMITTEES 
(constituted by Council) 

(i) Disciplinary Committee 

Under Rule 35(1) of tlx j Ccuncil of Architec¬ 
ture Rules, 1973, all complaints against architects 
shall be investigated and all enquiries relating to 
misconduct of architects shall be. held by a 
Committee of the Council, constituted as Disciplinary 
Committee. 

During the year, the Council has received a 
number of complaints against architects for their 
alleged professional misconduct. After examining 
the contents of the complaints and Statement.of 
Defence filed by the respondent, it forwarded 17 
cases to the Disciplinary Committee for detailed 
investigation and for its recommendations. 

During the year the Disciplinary Committee had 
two sittings, one at New Delhi on 8th December, 
1997 and another at Mumbai on 16th & 17th March, 
1998. It completed investigations in 17 cases and 
made its recommendations to the Council. 

There are six cases pending before the Disci¬ 
plinary Committee. 

(ii) Advisory Committee (Appeals) 

Under Section 10(1) of the Architects Act, 1972, 
the Council may constitute committees for general 
or special purposes as the Council deems necessary fo 
carry out its functions under the Act. The Council 
has constituted Advisory Committee (Appeals) 
to hoar the appeals of the applicants whose appli¬ 
cation for registration as architect are rejected by the 
Registrar. 

Five persons filed appeal - before the Advisory 
Committee (Appeals) against rejection of their 
applications for Registration. The Committee 
heard the appeals on 11th April, 1997 at New 
Delhi and made its recommendations to the Council. 
The Council accepted the recommendations and 
accordingly two persons were registered with the 
Council. 

4. REGISTRATION OF ARCHITECTS 

The Council registers a person as an architect 
under section 25 of the Act, who resides or carries 
on the profession of architect in India and holds 
a recognised architectural qualification. 

(i) New Registration 

- Daring the year, the Council has registered. 1517 
architects. As on 31-03-1998, there are 22423 
architects registered with the Council of Architecture. 


(ii) Removal of name from the Register of Architects 
Under Section 29 (J) 0 f the Act, the Council 
removes the name of an architect from the register 
upon receiving of a request t 0 this effect from the 
Registered Architect or at the passing away of a 
Registered Architect. During foe year, 37 Architects* 
names were removed under foe provisions of this 
section. 

(i ii) Restoration of name in the Register of Architects 
During foe year, foe Council restored foe names 
of 1272 architects on foe Register of Architects 
upon their request and payment of requisite fee. 

5. ARCHITECTURAL EDUCATION 
i) Inspection of Schools of Architecture 
As required under Section 21 of foe Act, the 
Council has prescribed by regulations the Minimum 
Standards of Architectural Education. The insti¬ 
tutions imparting Architectural Education in India 
are required to observe these Regulations. Under 
Regulation 29 (1) of the Council of Architecture 
Regulations, 1982, foe Council is required fo inspect 
each of these Institutions atlest once in five years. 

During the year, the Council has inspected 32 
schools of Architecture/Departments of Architecture. 
Reports of the Inspectors, as approved by the Execu¬ 
tive Committee of the Council, have been forwarded 
to the respective institutions for carrying out the 
improvements, as suggested by the Inspectors. 

(ii) Panel of Experts 

The Executive Committee has laid down the 
c. iteria for preparing a panel of experts for their 
appointment as inspectors for inspecting the insti¬ 
tutions imparting Architectural Education in India. 

(iii) All India Board of Architectural Educatibn 
Pursuant to the Memorandum of Understanding 

signed between tho All India Council for Technical 
Education (AIGTE) and the Council of Architecture, 
for furthering the cause of Architectural Education 
in India, the AIOTE has constituted an All India 
Board of Architectural Education (AIBAE). The 
President, Council of Architecture is its Chair¬ 
man and the Registrar, Council of. Architecture, is 
the Member Secretary of the Board. The AIBAE 
functions from the office of the Council of Arohitoc* 
ture. During the year the AIBAE met on 7th 
October, 1997 at New Delhi. The activities of 
AIBAE during the year 1997-98 are as follows : 

(a) Lateral entry fo Architectural Programme 
The AIBAE has set up a committee to review 
the possibilities of allowing Lateral Induction 
to the 2nd year of B. Arch, or equivalent 
courses for the persons holding 3 year Diploma 
in Architecture. 
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^b) Evaluation of proposal® for establishing School 
of Architecture 

On the recommendations of AIBAE, the 
AICTE has accorded its approval to Karnataka 
Law Society’s Gogtc Institute of Technology, 
Bdgian (Kirnitaki) for establishing a Five 
Year Fall-Time course in Architecture, leading 
to a B. Arch. Degree from Karnataka Univer¬ 
sity, from the academic session 1998-99. 

Review of Performance & Resources of new 
institutions for continuing AICET’s anoroval 
During the year, 38 institutions were inspected 
by the Ex oert C ommittee set up by the AIBAE. 
Upon the reoommendations of AIBAE, 38 
institutions were granted extension of approval 
for the session 1997-98. Out of 38 institutions, 
17 institutions were also granted extension of 
approval for the session 1998-99 and 2 insti¬ 
tutions for the session 1999*2000. 

fiv) Recognition of architectural qualifications 

The Council, under Section 14(2) and 15 of the 
Act is required to make its recommendations to the 
Central Government for recognition of qualifications 
granted by authorities in India as well as foreign 

countries. 

During the year, the Council received two such 
proposals. One for Academy of Architecture, 
Mumbai and another for Tajik Technical University, 
Dushandy USSR. Council's recommendations have 
been forwarded to the Ministry of Human Resource 
Development, Government oflndiafor its considera¬ 
tion. 

(v) Evaluation Manual for Accreditation of 

Institutions 

National Board of Accreditation (NBA) of the 
AU India Council for Technical Education in collabo- 
-ration with the Council of Architecture is in the 
process of Accrediting the Institutions imparting 
Architectural Education in the country. An Evalua¬ 
tion Manual has been prepared by the Council 

(vi) Status and Future of Architectural Education 

The council has constituted an )x oert committee 
to prepare a paper on Status and Future of Architec¬ 
tural Education in India, It is proposed to organise 
5 workshop in 5 regions of the country on the subject 
to invite suggestions. 

(vii) Quality Improvement Programme 

The Council has intiated “Quality Improvement 
Kfagramme" for the existing faculty members 
-employed in the Sonools of Arum lecture in India. 


It shall also include Short Term Courses for about 
20-30 teachers for a duration of two weeks each- 
(viii) Entrance Test 

The Council has conducted the Common Arch¬ 
lecture Entrance Test-1997 for ad mission to the First 
year of Five-year nrogramme in Architecture at : 
Snshant School of Art & Architecture, Dist. Gurgaon; 
T.V.B- School of Habitat Studies; and Vastu Kala 
Academy, School of Architecture & Interior Design¬ 
ing, at New Delhi. In addition, the Council has 
also assisted Governments of Punjab, Manipur, 
Maharashtra and Tamilnadu through its representa¬ 
tives, in the conduct of Entrance/Antitude Test for 
admissions to tho first year of the five-year course 
in architecture. 

6. ARCHITECTURAL PRACTICE 

(i) Panel of Arbitrators 

The Council has been approached to resolve the 
disputes arisen between architects and their clients 
pursuant to the agreement entered into between 
them w.r.t. clause 10 of the Conditions of Agreement 
prepared by the Council. It has drawn a panel of 
experts for assisting the Council in the conduct of 
arbitration proceedings. 

(ii) Service Tax 

The orovision of the Finance Act, 1997 required 
that services rendered by a “Consulting Engineer 
shall attract the payment of Service Tax. Howover, 
an issue was raised whether an Architect is covered 
under the term “Consulting Engineer or not. At 
the request of practising architects and Indian Insti¬ 
tute of architects, the Council took up the matter 
with theMinistry of Finance, Department of Revenue, 
Govt of India, and informed them that the archftbcts 
profession is a distinct and a separato profession when 
compared with Engineers. The Govt, of India 
in the Ministry of Finance were pleased t 0 clarify, 
vide F. No. 354/128/97-TRU dated >8-12-1997, 
that the term consulting engineer will not include 
architecs within its scope and therefore the service 
tax levy on the services rendered by a consulting 
engineer in any discipline of engineering will not 
cover the architectural services rendered by the archi¬ 
tects. 

(iii) Architectural Competitions 

The Council has assisted a number of promoters 
in the conduct of Design Competitions for their 
project in accordance with its Architectural Com- 
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petitions Guidelines. The guidelines and inputs 
required for the promoters and competitors to safe- 
guardthiir interest were made available by the Council 
Whenever sought for. 

7. ENFORCEMENT OF THE ACT 

llili: sJJticn 37CO D r the AroVtects Act, 1972, 
the use of title and style of architect has been res¬ 
tricted for such pjrsons who arc registered as archi¬ 
tects or for the firm architects. 

The Cpancil rooiVcd a number of complaints 
agiinst persons who were using tpj title aroiitect 
in /ioUtion of ;.u kjAsojj o.i cjii Architects Aot, 
1972. Tai 0)it;l nu ai/iSei all such persons 
to refrain from using the title architect. It has 
also a ooroichde the Ceart of Law upon the specific 
direction of the Council. 

The Council has also drawn the attention of 
loeil bodies in en’orcing the proWsitsions of the Aot, 
and to give edict to tni letter written by the GoVer- 
,n)jt of Lidia, ldirjjseJ to Caief Soeretaries of State 
Gj/ernnuts for the enforcement of the Act and 
oenoly Wdh tni orders passed by the Hon’ble High 
Court of Delhi, on 02-04-1980, which was upheld 
by the Hon’ble Supreme Court of India vide its 
order dated 22-04-1983, 

Mr. M.S. Tomar had moved the Hon’ble High 
Court of Delhi for issuing direction to the Council 
of Architecture to register him as an architect as his 
a o plication for registration wasrejected bythe Cjunoil. 
Biing unsuccessful to get relief from the Court, 
he again moved the same Court concealing the facts 
that he had earlier moved the Court for similar cause 
of action and relief. Against this, the Division 
Bench of the High Court while dismissing the second 
writ petition directed the petitioner, Mr. M.S. 
Tomar, to pay the sum of Rs. 10,000/-1 0 the Council 
towards the cost of writ filed against it. As the 
Petitioner did not pay the amount, as decreed by the 
Court, even after the repeated requests, the Council 
had to file a civil contempt petition before the Hon’ble 
H gh Court of Dalai for recovering the cost payable 
by the petitioner which was recovered during the 
year. 

8. PUBLICATIONS 
(i) OA News 

The Council decided to oublish OA News once 
in 4 months, on a regular basis. The first new look 
CA News was suoossfully brought out in March 
1998. The Council has entered into a 3 year agree- 


un: w th vTa 3:rait Everest Ltd., for the spons- 
porship of publication and circulation of CA Nows 
amongst the Architects. 

(11) Directory of Architects 

The Council publishes Directory of Architects 
every seoond year, and it is due for publication in 
the year 1998. The Council decided to initiate the 
orocass of oablicition with the support of advertise- 
ment/sponsorship. 

9. BUDGET AND FINANCES 

The Council approved the Budget estimates for 
the year 1997-98 for Rs. 34,85,000/-. The Budget 
estimates had sufficient Provsion for implementing 
the 5th Central Pay Commissions recommenda¬ 
tions, as approved by Govt, of India, for the officers 
and other employees of Council. 

The Council decided to release an amount of 
Rs. 5,50,000/- in favour of India Habitat Centro 
towards the balance of proportionate cost of premises 
acquired by Council at the India Habitat Centre. 

The Audited Statement of Accounts along with 
Auditor Report for the year ended on 31-03-1998 
are attached as Appendicos-‘‘A" to “D”. 

The Council manages its operation from out of 
its income i.e. fees receivable under the Act. It 
receives no Grant-in-aid. In order to cope with 
the increasing cost and the resources required for 
enlarging the activities and enforcement of the Act, 
the Council decided to revise the existing fee structure 
after a gap of 10 years. A proposal to this effect 
has been forwarded to the Central Government for, 
its approval . The proposal also includes the pro¬ 
vision of One Time Payment for Renewal of Regis¬ 
tration. 

10. ORGANISATION 

(i) Computerisation 

Tt lias been the endeavour of Council to compu¬ 
terise its entire working in a phased manner. As 
on date, registration of architects and maintenance 
of registrants’ data, renewal records issuance of 
receipts for payments received and entire accounting 
system have been computerised . 

(ii) Staff and welfare 

The Council presently manages its operations 
and functions, as envisaged under the Aot with the 
strength of 15 staff, though tho sanctioned posts 
are 29. Due to paucity of funds, the recruitments, 
for the vacant posts could no t be made. However, 
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the existing stiff could meet the challenges and shoul¬ 
dered the work load to the bast of their ability, in 
an effective manner. 

Council has decided to explore possibility of 
acquiring a piece of land for constructing staff quar¬ 
ters, Guest House and additional office space .
